SO IL C O N D IT IO N S AND T H E USE

Lime may be applied to the soil to 
improve it* physical condition and 
the e are instances in 
which it 
is 
ne< led as actual plant food. Many 
fanners have attempted to sweeten 
sou 
soil with limestone. 
Some hill­ 
sides that are springy and soggy dur­ 
ing wet seasons may have plenty of 
lime in them, but still show a real 
sour test. 
Four soil is 
generally a 
poorly 
drained soil and limestone will not 
sv.oaten a sour soil that 
is 
poorly 
d aincd. 
The tendency of all soils 
is to lose some lim e and when the de­ 
ficiency occurs, acids accumulate in 
the soil. 
Much of the land outside 
of the limestone belts has become de- 


f* ient in it- available supply of lime 
and this condition is limiting the pro­ 
duction of clover find other crops, 
and "specially alfalfa, which seems 
t*> require more lime than any other 
crop. 
The growing crop has taken 
SOHM lime .ive av, and the roots of the 
plants have opened up little porous 
hole 
and gives a better chance for 
the lime particles to leach deeper in­ 
to the soil. 
The way we test for lime is to use 
a diluted solution 
of 
hydrochloric 
acid that may be had at any drug 
store, then take a chunk of soil and 
pour a little of this acid on it, and, 
if there is lime in the soil it will bub­ 
ble and effervesce, this being caused 
by the action of the acid on the 'imp. 
The next thing is to tell how much 
lime to use, arid this may be learned 
by experiment.
